Active In Hadassah 


Just returned from a month- 
long speaking tour for Hadassah 
and Youth Aliyah which took her 
through every section of Eastern 
Texas, Mrs. Jack A. Goodman this 
week counted up the visible results 
and decided they far out-weighed 
the fatigue resulting from such an 
arduous schedule. 

Making one and two communi- 
ties a day was a regular problem, 
and much of her trip was on crowd- 
ed buses and slow trains. But 
large towns or small communities, 
rich or poor, the interest in the 
work of Hadassah and Youth 
Aliyah was remarkable, Mrs. Good- 
man reported. From the “first 
families” of the Lone Star state 
to the rank and file, the Jewish 
women of Texas are enthusiastic 
and hard workers. 4 

Member of the National Board 
of Hadassah and of the a ae 
Committee of Youth Aliyah, Mrs. 
Goodman reported that her tour 
resulted in many new memberships 
to Hadassah. Especially impor- 
tant was the fact that a large 
number of individual sponsorships 
and minyanim were formed for 
Youth Aliyah, groups of ten wom- 
en who agree to give 5 cents each 
for two years. The money thus 
raised takes care of the training 
and education of a child and settle- 
ment in Palestine. 

Mrs. Goodman was one of the 
headlined speakers at the banquet 
in connection with the Regional 
Conference of Hadassah and the 
Zionists in Forth Worth on Novem- 
ber 20. 

Her tour took her to Dallas on 
Nov. 22 to 25, inclusive; Wichita 
Falls on Nov. 26; Waco on Nov. 27; 
Austin on Nov. 28, and San An- 
tonio, Nov. 29 to Dec. 2, inclusive. 
From there she went on Corpus 
Christi on Dec. 3, Houston on Dec. 
4 and 5, Wharton on Dec. 6, Gal- 
veston and Beaumont on Dec. 7. 
Tyler on Dec. 8 and 9, Kilgore and 
Overton on Dec. 10, Longview on 
Dec. 11. 

Mrs. Goodman made a return 
appearance in Fort Worth on Dec. 
12 and Dallas on Dec. 18. She was 
in St. Louis on Dec. 14 and re- 
turned to Indianapolis Dec. 16.

ousted from State positions and 
many Jews were losing their posi- 
tions as traders. 

“The Jews who had at first ob- 
tained jobs in the new administra- 
tion have, according to all reports, 
lost their main livelihood with the

British Jewry Elects 


Brodetsky Successor 
To Laski; Unity Urged

LONDON—Prof. Selig Brodet- 
sky, noted mathematician and Zion- 
ist leader, is the thirty-fifth presi- 
dent of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews. He was elected head 
of the 179-year-old representative 
organization of British Jewry 
without opposition to fill the un- 
expired term of Neville Laski, who 
resigned. 

The board at the same time vot- 
ed to set up a war-time executive 
committee empowered to act in its 
name for the duration of the pres- 
ent emergency. 

In a short speech thanking the 
board for his election, Professor 
Brodetsky pledged himself to main- 
tain the board’s independence, and 
expressed a whole-hearted desire 
to achieve unity in the ranks of 
British Jewry. He made it clear 
that, while he was a Zionist and 
a member of the Zionist Executive, 
by conviction he considered it the 
primary function. of the board’s 
president to conduct the affairs of 
the board with due regard to the 
views of all sections. 

The board, in unanimously 


| adopting a resolution thanking Mr. 


Laski for his “tireless services in 
behalf of Jewry,” gave the retir- 
ing president an ovation. 

Laski, in his valedictory address, 
thanked his colleagues for their 
support, referred to his association 
with the board twenty-seven years,

Death of Heywood Broun Heavy Blow 
To Cause of Tolerance, Human Rights

NEW YORK—Heywood Broun, 
noted newspaper columnist and 
founder of the American Newspa- 
per Guild, who died Monday of 
pneumonia and complications at 
the age of 51, was one of the most 
outspoken campaigners against 
racial and religious hatred. 

In recent years Broun had de- 
voted increasing attention to preju- 
dice, frequently discussing the 
issue in his column and calling for 
a positive stand in defense of hu- 
man rights. Last June he an- 
nounced at his home in Stamford. 
Conn., that he would run for Con- 
gress on a platform in which “I 
shall stress religious and racial tol- 
erance.” 

A new edition of “Christians 
Only,” an attack on anti-Jewish 





collaboration with George Britt, 


was understood to have been in 
preparation for publication this 
Fall. 

The last column in which Broun 
discussed anti-Semitism appeared 
on Nov. 21. A campaign for toler- 
ance was not enough in the fight 
against racism and mounting prej- 
udice, he said. “The time has come 
for non-Jews to testify out of their 
hearts, out of history and out of 
their own religious faith that the 
world stands in debt to the past 
and present achievements 
Jewry.” 

His column on the S.S St. Louis 


incident last June 15 was consid-|

Reds Avert Pogroms 

The White Book reveals for the 
first time, among other things, that 
after the Munich bomb attempt on 
Chancellor Hitler’s life, the Nazi 
leaders completed plans for large- 
scale anti-Jewish pogroms 
throughout the Reich, but sudden- 
ly cancelled them upon the advice 
of the Soviet Ambassador. Other 
charges contained in the document 
are: 

(1) More than 500 Jews are still 
under arrest in Germany in con- 
nection with the Munich blast; 

(2) Numerous Jews in the old 
Reich have been imprisoned in 
concentration camps and executed 
since hostilities began; 

(3) All Palestinian citizens in 
Germany have been imprisoned and 
their families interned in a Berlin 
hotel, where they are being pro- 
vided with food by the American 
Embassy; 

(4) Jews are prohibited from 
appearing in the streets after 8 
p. m; 

(5) The food situation for Jews 
in Germany has become” catasgro- 
phic. as they are forbidden to ac- 
quire certain foods which may still 
be bought without ration cards by 
non-Jews}; 

(6) Danzig Jews are forbidden 
to appear on the streets after mid- 
day and have-been ordered to leave 


| the city by Jan. 1, 1940; 


(7): Jews in Vienna are given 
three-day prison terms as “mild 
punishment” for appearing on the 
streets after 4 p. m.; 


(8) Austrian police are system- . 


atically raiding street cars, buses, 
and automobiles in a hunt for 
Jews; 

(9) Jews in Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia are forbidden to appear on 
the streets after noon; a ban on 
their use of street cars was re- 
scinded when the Czech popula- 
tion demonstrated its sympathy by 
boycotting that mode of transpor- 
tation. 

Bombs Rain Death 

The White Book also charges 
that Jews seeking to emigrate 
from the “protectorate” are forced 
to fill out 15 questionnaires and are

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A Jew Looks at Jesus 


With her first book written in America ready for January

; mee TORY has produced no more 

provocative figure than that of 
Jesus of Nazareth, the humble 
Jew born of humble parents near- 
ly two thousand years ago in a 
small village of Galilee. A Jew 
by birth and training, his only 
mentor the Torah of Israel, dis- 
ciple of -Hillel who reinterpreted 
the writ of Abraham and Moses 
according to the needs of his op- 
pressed generation. 

Yet this same Jesus, the lowly 
Nazarene, viewed through the lens 
of history is seen as the turning 
point in world civilization. His 
advent created a new epoch, and 
his power and influence have long 
since passed beyond the realms of 
estimate. For after his death the 
road that he trod forked and split, 
the Jews continuing their chosen 
way of monotheism as taught by 
the prophets, while those who 
hailed Jesus as the long-awaited 
Messiah forged a new trail, de- 
clared a new doctrine, and devel- 
oped new spheres of influence that 
quickly spread to the nethermost 
corners of the earth. 


As the new cult was strength- 
ened and gained converts, a series 
of myths began to accumulate 
about the figure of Jesus, myths 
that were primarily designed to 
substantiate his deification and set 
him apart from the world of mor- 
tals, but most of all to separate 
him from the people from whose 
loins he had sprung. 

To this end grew up the unten- 
able legend of the immaculate 
conception, and still further the 
miraculous idea of the resurrec- 
tion and ascension into heaven. In 
a short time Jesus, the God and 
motif of the new Christianity, had 
shed all identity as the teacher 
and Rabbi of Israel. His very Jew- 
ishness was erased by the mass 
of Phantasmagoria that surround- 
ed him. 

The humble people of Jerusalem, 
the down-trodden masses that fol- 
lowed at his heel, and sat at his 
feet absorbing the words of hope 
and liberation that fell from his 
lips, were traduced through the 
distorted lens of the new theo- 
logians as the devouring mob, the 
marauding herd that tortured and 
crucified their God. 


Still Teach Jews to Blame 

Unfortunately time has not di- 
minished this gross misconception. 
Indeed the centuries have only 
. added to the gravity and horror 
that was attributed to the Jews of 
Jerusalem, and today the charge 
persists in its entirety and is yet 
| being taught to every child 
throughout the Christian world— 
‘a legend without any historical 
substance that is calculated to in- 
| still hate and fan the flame of 
| anti-semitism in the breast of ev- 
ery malleable infant that hears it. 

There were Gods in plenty be- 
fore the advent of Jesus, just as 
there have been divine mirages 
| since, but none of these has proved 
the same source of inspiration tu 
artists, writers, and historians as 
has the figure of the Nazarene. 

Each century and country, 
wherever in fact the gospel of 
Christianity has penetrated, have 
fashioned unto themselves vary- 
ing conceptions and portraits of 
the Christian motif.

Writers no less 
have contributed their 
volume upon volume crowd the 
shelves of literature, masses of 
material explaining and expound- 
ing, each man according to his 
time and culture. But withal the 
many gentile expositions both in 
picture and word portrait, the 
Jewish people stand forever in- 
dicted. Amid the fabulous array of 
confusing and_ unsubstantiated 


j myths they are forced to assume 





the burden of guilt as the Christ | 
killers. 

Unsubstantiated because histo- 
rians throughout the centuries of 
research and surmise have been 
unable to produce one authentic 
eyewitness of the tragic fate of 
Jesus. | 


From the Jewish viewpoint this 
is highly significant because a 
study of this particular re- 
veals an unprecedented number of 
scribes among the Jews. The time 
of Jesus was a time when Israel 
doted on recording, when even the 
minutest detail relating to Jewish 
affairs was vouchsafed to script. 
The historical archives of Judea 
possess a wealth of material, yet 
among the unlimited records, only 
the briefest mention is made of 
“Yeshua-Ben-Joseph of Nazareth.” 
There is nothing at all that identi- 
fies him as a powerful influence or 
a magnetic force, and more impor- 
tant still no evidence whatsoever 
concerning the crucifixion. 

Novel Employs Reincarnation 

It is, then, with something sur- | 
passing respect that we hail Sho- | 
lem Asche latest book, “The Naz- 
arene,” a volume in which the 
author has set himself the task of | 
recreating the period in which 
Jesus is purported to have lived. 

“The Nazarene” is described as 
a novel based on the life of Christ. | 
This, in short, it is. But the power | 
and significance does not rest in| 
the fictional element, but in the| 
assaying of the historical period. | 
For in recreating the scene of | 
Judea, Sholem Asch has descended | 
into the abyss of time and ran-| 
sacked the archives of history 
from which he has brought forth 
new and illuminating threads with 
which to rediscover the befogged 
story of Jesus. 

In writing his novel, Sholem| 
Asch has employed an original 
method, that of reincarnation. The 
story opens in Warsaw and we find | 
ourselves regarding an old emaci-| 

ated man, one Pan Viodomsky, a 
once-famous professor whose en-| 
tire life has been dedicated to the | 
study of ancient languages and 
cultures. When we discover him| 
his prestige is at a low ebb. Too | 
many of his much publicized re-| 
search manuscripts have  been| 
proved forgeries. Today he stands| 
discredited by student and public | 
alike. Even his vitriolic anti- 
semitic articles, once assured of 
an eager press, are now rejected 
by the editors. For Pan Viodom- | 
sky is above all an ardent anti-| 
semite.

To this grim repel- 
lant person comes a young Jewish 
scholar who wishes to exchange a 
knowledge of Hebrew for Greek. 
This curious pact is sealed, and a 
still more curious friendship de- 
velops between them. They are 
drawn together by a deep intuitive 
knowledge. Through Pan Viodom- 
sky it is revealed that both men 
are old souls, reincarnations of 
ancient civilizations, and through 
them we see the eternal symbols 
of conflict then as now. 

In a burst of confidence Pan 
Viodomsky makes the startling 
assertion that he is none less than 
Ciliarch Cornelius, henchman of 
Pontius Pilate, and the Jew he 
maintains is Josephus, a pupil of 
Rabbi Nicodemus whom he remem- 
bers well from the faroff days of 
Judea.

and oppression, a spiritual rebel in 
a phase of iniquity when Judea 
writhed under the heel of the ty- 
rants. On one hand, the High 
Priests had defiled the law, and 
prostituted their sacred charge 
whilst Rome imposed extortionate 
taxes, so that between one and 
the other the common people were 
robbed of their smallest posses- 
sions, trodden underfoot or sold 
into slavery. Jesus was the nat- 
ural phenomenon of a religious 
inspired people, a. Rabbi who 
sought to sustain his flock by ful- 
filling the Law and re-interpreting 
it according to the utmost needs 
of his time.

subjected to beatings and humilia- 
tion by Gestapo officials while 
waiting. The victims include wom- 
en who are allegedly beaten and 
put in solitary confinement cells 
when they protest against physi- 
cal maltreatment in the Gestapo 
waiting room. , 


Reviewing the inhuman treat- 
ment of Jews by the Nazis in oc- 
cupied Poland, the document as- 
serts that at least 80 per cent of 
the remaining 1,250,000 Jews in 
the Nazi territory have been re- 
duced to complete beggary. 

The White Book estimates that 
a majority of the 40,000 Jews who 
attempted to escape from Warsaw 
during the Nazi bombardment were 
killed by Nazi bombs in the su- 
burbs of the former Polish capital. 
This is in addition, the document 
states, to 30,000 who perished in 
Warsaw during and after the Nazi 
occupation. 


The White Book charges that 
cities populated chiefly by Jews 
were burned down completely, that 
Nazis executed 400 Jews in the 
public market place of the town- 
ship Lukow, that a similar execu- 
tion took place in Kalushin and 
other Jewish-populated towns, and 
that uncounted numbers of Jews 
died as a result of torture inflicted 
by Gestapo agents while working 
on forced labor projects. 

Many Are Suicides 

The document dwells at length 
on the Nazi plan to set up ghettos 
and the Lublin “reservation.” It 
charges also that German soldiers 
are forcing Jews from the “reser- 
vation” into neighboring Soviet Po- 
land. 

It was established that more 


Athan 2,500 Jews have committed 


suicide in German-occupied Poland, 
as Polish government sources re- 
ported the execution of 616 Jews 
by Nazis in two Polish cities. The 
suicides included more than 1,300 
in Warsaw, more than 600 in Lodz, 
80 in Lublin, more than 60 in Ben- 
din, more than 60 in Czestochowa, 
45 in Lomza, 30 in Tomazow, and 
25 in Kutno. 

The Polish sources stated that 
600 Jews were executed last week 
in Ostrow-Mazowieck and 16 in 
Lodz. No further details were giv- 
en. In Lodz, the same sources said, 
1,600 carloads of confiscated Jew- 
ish textiles last week were shipped 
into the interior of the Reich.

The 
independent Haaretz said it marked 
the triumph of Eastern European 
and the East End Jew. David Ben 
Gurion, chairman of the Jerusalem 
Executive of the Jewish Agency, 
cabled his congratulations.

Court of Marion 
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Editor’s Chair: 

When Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, in a speech several weeks ago, 
warned that we should be careful 
not to allow our actions to be 
dominated by fear, she uttered an 
admonition that I’m afraid it will 
be impossible to follow. 

Just recently I was going through 
some old files of the paper, and I 
came across an article which was 
headed, “The New Deal Drafts the 
Jewish Brain.” I read the article 
with astonishment. Had I had the 
temerity to print such an article? 
What did the readers think? Then 
I remembered that the article had 
appeared in the days when Jews 
had not been afraid of their every 
move, and had taken justiffable 
pride in all the big Jewish men who 
were prominent in government cir- 
cles. Were I to print that story to- 
day, every this 
paper has would be incensed. 

Another incident comes to mind. 
Down here in Tampa, Fla., in my 
mother-in-law’s house, there is a 
lil-year-old girl who goes to Lee 
School. She came home one day 
and told her mother that one of 
her playmates, whom she had liked 
particularly, was taunting her and 
asking repeatediy, “Were you born 
in Europe?” It developed that the 
teacher of the class had asked the 
children how many of them were 
Christians. When no hands were 
raised, the teacher asked the class 
to look up the word, whereupon 
all, except the one girl, promptly 
. declared they Christians. 
Then the teacher asked the one 
girl, “Are you Jewish?” to which 
she replied in the affirmative. 

Now it seemed to be that the 
teacher should be reported. Cer- 
tainly the teacher should not have 
asked the little girl if she were 
Jewish. And it seemed to me that 
even the first question was entirely 
unnecessary. But it so happened 
that my wife was listening to the 
incident, and having taught at Lee 
School, knew the little girl’s teach- 
er intimately. She said that it 
probably never occurred to the 
teacher that she was doing any- 
thing out of the ordinary. 

The entire incident has a moral. 
We Jews, much as we should be 
on our guard, should also be care- 
ful that we are not over-sensitive 
and impute to persons or incidents 
motives or intent that never was 
there in the first place. We must 
realize that we are nervous and 
skittish, and that we cannot think 
straight on many things. It’s no 
fun these days worrying about 
whether you’re right in keeping 
quiet, or just cowardly. But I be- 
lieve that, like it or not, too many 
of our thought processes are being 
dominated by fear, and when I’m 
worried on this score, I always 
choose the other alternative, which 
makes some people think I’m being 
too foolhardy.

Tuition A Mistake 


HE survey of the Jewish Education Association 

appearing in the last two issues of The Post 
must have convinced readers of two salient points: 
One that the Jewish Education Association under 
the leadership of Meyer Gallin is doing a very 
competent job, and, second, that in the J. E. A. the 
Indianapolis Jewish community has assumed full 
responsibility for the Jewish education of its 
young. 


One point, however, deserves consideration. 
When, in 1929, the J. E. A. under the direction 
of the Jewish Welfare Fund imposed. tuition for 
those attending the J. E. A.’s schools, and the 
enrollment dropped from the then high of 324 to 
the 222 mark in 1932, it must have been evident 
that a mistake had been made. The problem is to 
encourage attendance in every possible way, and 


when almost a third of the students drop out of 
school, then the factor that brought about that 
situation should have been investigated. 

The point that parents should be willing to pay 
for their children’s education does not obtain here 
at all. Everyone pays taxes for public schools, 
and to attempt to collect a toll for Jewish educa- 
tion was almost bound to meet with defeat. 

There is no guarantee, however, that the elimi- 
nation of tuition will automatically increase at- 
tendance at the J. E. A.’s schools, but certainly 
the point is well taken that at least for a two-year 
period no tuition fee should be charged anyone. 
At present the J. E. A. is receiving approximately 
$1,000 a year from tuition. This additional money 
should be forthcoming from the welfare fund, 
and if attendance does increase, then tuition 
should be forgotten forever. 


A Minimum Jew 


sO RAGUERSD from without by anti-Semites, 

the Jew is also the object of a steady stream 
of criticism from within because of his defection 
from practices which make him a Jew as distin- 
guished from a non-Jew. In an attempt to de- 
lineate those attributes which make a minimum 
“good Jew,” but without any presumption to 
authority, this paper lists the minimum character- 
istices without which an individual could hardly 
be expected to be included as a “good Jew”: 


(a) Attends at least one Friday night service 
per month in addition to all important holiday 
services. 

(b) Is a member of a synagogue and at least 
one other Jewish organization, such as the B’nai 
B’rith, his Jewish community center, Zionist dis- 
trict, ete. 


(c) Gives at least as much as one week’s income 
to his annual united Jewish campaign. 

(d) Sends his children to Hebrew school per- 
haps, but certainly to Sunday school. 

(e) Subscribes to at least one Jewish publica- 
tion. 

Other questions include observance of Kashruth, 
allegiance to Zionism, knowledge of Jewish his- 
tory, but to add these would make the “good Jew” 
group as small as the total number of legendary 
“Tzadikim.” 

Over half of the United States Jews fall out of 
our classification on one point alone, that of mem- 
bership in a congregation, but how could any 
group still be called Jewish without this stipula- 
tion?

Jewish Agencies Help Christian Refugees, the 
Jewish Advocate, Boston, Points Out—Into the 
office of the Jewish Advocate each week come 
numerous refugees, some of them just arrived in 
3oston and seeking local contacts, others here for 
a longer period of time and searching merely to 
become oriented to their new surroundings. 

It is surprising to note that a number of these 
refugees are not Jews but Christians. One of 
them, when asked why he came to a Jewish news- 
paper for assistance, replied frankly that he had 
gone to officials of his own faith first but they 
had been unable to do anything for him, inasmuch 
as they were not prepared to deal with the refugee 
situation. 

The fact remains that all the Jewish agencies 
engaged in offering assistance to those who have 
fled from Europe because of race, religion or 
espousal of liberal causes, have been caring for 
a tremendous number of non-Jews. The Ameri- 
can Friends Service Committee, Quaker group 
which is one of the few non-Jewish bodies engaged 
in refugee aid, estimates that in 1988 31 per cent 
of all refugees from Germany were Christians, 
just as much victims of Hitler as the Jews. 
Propagandists in America freely use the words 
“Jewish refugees,’ and thoughtless Americans, 
taken in by the trick, quite forget the 31 per cent 
and more who are not Jews. 

As a result, the burden of caring-for these 
Christian refugees, welcoming them to these 
shores, clothing them, feeding them, finding jobs 
for them, educating them, has fallen upon the 
shoulders of Jewish agencies. No question of 
religion is asked by these agencies. If the appli- 
cant is an unfortunate victim of foreign perse- 
cution and seeks to build his life here anew he 
qualifies for assistance.

The New Palestine Takes a Rap at Rabbi 
Lazaron—Once upon a time, Rabbi Morris Lazaron 
of Baltimore was a registered Zionist, but has in 
recent years been renegade to that ideal and ac- 
tive in propaganda against Zionism. He possesses 
the vindictiveness of one who now hates that 
which he once professed to.love. He has spoken 
from pulpits and written letters to the secular 


press and sought to raise prejudices against Zion- 
ism on the ground that it implies nationalism and 
thus deserves to be included in the general con- 
demnation of the chauvinistic nationalisms that

ind says is stimulation to the drooping spirits of 


the small anti-Zionist remnant that still survives 
in the United States but which lacks public ad- 
vocacy.

What the Baltimore rabbi says ordinarily has 
become of little importance and little interest. 
But last week, speaking on the radio under the 
auspices of the “Message of Israel” hour, he ven- 
tured opinions on matters involving the hospi- 
tality that American Jewry proposes to extend 
to Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president of the Jewish 
Agency. Speaking to a great audience of Jews 
and Christions, he expressed the opinion that it 
would be most unfortunate for Dr. Weizmann to 
visit the United States at this time. In Rabbi 
Lazaron’s view, the projected visit is bound to 
have political implications with which, he said, 
“the majority of American Jews do not wish to 
have any concern”; and he voiced the earnest hope 
that the projected visit of Dr. Weizmann ‘“‘will be 
dropped,” or, should any conferences be arranged 
(despite Rabbi Lazaron’s advice to the contrary), 
they should be sponsored only by those who are 
“political Zionists or proponents of a World Jew- 
ish Congress.” 


The coming of Dr. Weizmann has been given 
wide publicity and has been received by the Jew- 
ish communities of the United States most favor- 
ably. Invitations have come from many important 
Jewish centers, and the interest in Dr. Weizmann’s 
coming is shared by non-Zionists as well as Zion- 
ist groups. The expression of Rabbi Lazaron’s 
views on a national radio hook-up, counseling the 
cancellation of this important event, after an- 
nouncement of the date of Dr. Weizmann’s ar- 
rival has been made, is an unpardonable breach of 
the amenities, a tactless intrusion, and is bound 
to make a false impression on many uninformed 
American citizens, provoking a controversy in a 
situation where no controversy is discernible.

be well to include in its body 
politic a representation of the 
Jewish youth, sufficient to re.

“In my mind, the more vital 
questicn today is, how to edu- 
cate the Jewish youth to under. 
stand his own people and to cope 
with current Jewish problems. 
No one can deny that among the 
youth there is a definite lack of 
knowledge, understanding, and 
interest in everything Jewish, 
This is a sad commentary, but 
true. It is more important, there. 
fore, to create a desife for in- 
terest, and renewed activities wii] 
inevitably follow. Once this ress 
urrection takes place, we will not 
be confronted with the problem 
of inadequate representation of 
youth in community circles. Such 
representation will be voluntar- 
ily invited and, I believe, actual- 
ly demanded by the adult lead- 
ership.”

Kallen, of the New School for © 
Social Research, in which Jewish 
fraternities are explained as a 
defense reaction against the ree © 
fusal of non-Jewish Greek letter i 
groups to admit Jews, Myron 
Glassner, prior of S. A. M. at ‘ 
Indiana University, replied: 

“Fundamentally, there are two 
reasons for a Jewish fraternity: 
one, to give Jews the opportunity 
to live among their own people 
and thus learn the true meaning 
of being a Jew; and, second, the 
necessity that the needs of a col- 
lege man for the associations of 
fraternity life be filled. The first 
reason listed above is best exem- 
plified by a statement given me 
by a Jewish mother: “My son 
must be allowed to live in your 
fraternity house. He has lived 
only with Gentiles since his very 
birth and I absolutely insist that 
he be given the opportunity to 
live among his own.” These words 
are more expressive than any 
elaboration that I could put upon 
them; so, I shall let them stand 
as stated. 

“The second need for a Jewish 
fraternity does somewhat convict 
us upon the charge made. We do 
imitate the Gentile organized 
life. However, that imitation is 
only an organization to meet the 
social needs of the Jewish stu- 
dents even as similar organiza- 
tions meet the needs of Gentile 
students. Those of us that are 
members of social fraternities 
feel that which we learn in the 
way of social education is second 
only to the academic training 
that we accumulate in the uni- 
versity itself. Thus, when the 
time came that large numbers of 
Jewish students were deprived of 
the social advantages of frater- 
nal life due solely to the fact that 
they were born Jews, the Jewish 
fraternity was born to supply an 
apparent need. 

“Also, as a matter of refuta- 
tion, the Jewish fraternity is n0 
more or less a form of ghettoed 
life than our Jewish country 
clubs, community centers, or eved ~ 
the B’nai B’rith itself. They weré 
all organized to meet the need of ~ 
the Jews that found they needed ~ 
something of their own to coun> ~ 
teract their exclusions due t0 | 
prejudices. Thus, we stand com 1% 
victed, but only to the extent 7 
that the above non-collegiate ¥ 
Jewish groups stand convicted: 
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
